are at present immune from the

NEED FOR PREPARATION

pioneering—if not inventing—that useful gadget 
of the engineer—the slide rule. He dwells 50 
much and so regretfully. on his own frailties, his 

love of “noggins of hops,” Ais 
HE PIONEERED domestic squabbles and the 
THE SLIDE RULE company of the frail femmes 

his ambition to own a corriege 
and pair and his hopes that n navy contractors will 
remember him with presents, that one must go 
to contemporary history to learn of the useful 
part he played as an admiralty official in the 
building up of Britain's navy 

Pepys makes frequent reference in his early 
life, when checking purchases of timber for the 
“wooden walls of England,” to the usefulness of 
a “measuring ruler” made to his own order. He 
gives it the name it bears today of “slide rule,” 
and late in life mentions with regret that among 
the articles taken from his person by a highway- 
man was “a silver ruler.” 

He says it was “the best and most commodious 
for carrying in one’s pocket, and most useful tha 
ever was made, and myself have the 
being, as it were, the inventor of this form of it 
Unquestionably, Pepys slide rule was a pi ot of 
logarithms which enabled him to multiply and 
divide easily, and calculate the volumetric con- 
tent of timbers

So much for Pepys’ engineering foresight. 
How far medical research lagged behind engi n- 
eering skill in his day. A year or two after he 
first makes mention of his slide rule, the great 
plague of London came, Plagues had been 
sweeping over the continent, and ravaging the 

seaports. It is identified to- 
THE WAY TO day as a malignant form of 
COMBAT “B.0.” bubonic, carried then n 

by rats. But on June 
Pepys makes this poignant { sd 
“This day, much against my will, I did in Drury 
Lane see two or three houses marked with a red 
cross on the doors and ‘Lord Have Mercy 1 
Us’ writ thereon; which was a sad sight to 
being the first of the kind that, to my remer 
brance, I ever saw. It put me into an ill ¢ 
ception of myself and of my smell, so that I was 
forced to buy some roll tobacco to smell and to 


t 


chaw, which took away my apprehensior 

The oki black roll tobacco, strong as any 
witches brew, and cured in rum, was powerful 
enough to anaesthetize the olfactory nerves of 
the user. Having screened his ““B.0.” with chews 
of vile-smelling roll tobacco Pepys was freed 
from apprehension of the plague 

For a hundred years after Pepys, a bath was 
considered a dangerous thing, to be taken only on 
a doctor’s prescription. We have to thank the 
modern plumber (and his boy who goes back to 
the shop to bring the right tool) along with the 
medical scientist for spaced Squad from the 
ravaging plagues of past centuries
